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MP joins forum 
to help protect 
hospital services 


A FORUM to fight to 
protect hospital services 
has been formed follow¬ 
ing the revelation that 
Dorset County Hospital 
faces debts of more than 
£7million. 

The decision was made 
at a meeting to discuss 
fears over the hospital’s 
future, called by West 
Dorset MP Oliver 
Letwin. 

The meeting in Dorch¬ 
ester brought together a 
number of groups con¬ 
cerned about the hospi¬ 
tal’s future. 

Those attending in¬ 
cluded Jackie Allen from 
55 Fomm Dorchester and 
District Senior Citizens 


Group, Doctor Steve 
Bick, GP and Prospective 
Parliamentary Labour 
Candidate for West 
Dorset, District Council¬ 
lor David Barrett, Mrs 
Pam Corbin, For¬ 
tunes well Cancer Trust, 
Hilary Foggo, Age Con¬ 
cern Dorchester, Richard 
Drax, Prospective Parlia¬ 
mentary Conservative 
Candidate for South 
Dorset and Rachel Hay- 
ball from Beaminster 
who founded a campaign 
on Facebook, the social 
networking site, to save 
the special care baby unit 
that has now attracted 
7,500 signatures. 

The hospital has denied 
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by David Dawson 


that there are any plans to 
close the unit - although 
there are reports of at 
least 200 job losses to 
help cut the predicted 
£7.4million shortfall in 
the hospital’s finances by 
next year. 

The meeting was 
chaired by Mr Letwin 
and it was agreed to cre¬ 
ate the forum to co-ordi¬ 
nate action to protect 
local hospital services. 

The hospital trust 
would be publishing a 
plan to address the finan¬ 
cial shortfall at DCH, the 
meeting was told and at¬ 
tendees wanted the op¬ 
portunity to comment 
and influence the plan. 

Mr Letwin said that he 
would hold another meet¬ 
ing in December when he 


expected that the hospital 
board would publish its 
recovery plan. 

He said before the 
meeting: “There is al¬ 
most nothing that people 
care about more than the 
fate of their local hospi¬ 
tal. 

“We have seen this over 
and over again in differ¬ 
ent parts of the country - 
and now we are seeing it 
in the case of Dorset 
County Hospital. 

“The news that the hos¬ 
pital has a significant 
deficit that is likely to 
widen over the next few 
years has really set the 
alarm bells ringing. 

“It would be intolerable 
if any part of what 
Dorchester offers were to 
disappear.”

And 
Real Madrid’s Kaka. He’s a phenomenal football player, 
unbelievable the way he conducts himself in his person¬ 
nel life as well. He’s a real ambassador for football. 

■ WHICH football team do you support? 

Through my younger years I picked 
one team and continued. I grew up knowing they were 
the best and tagged along and it grew into a hobby for 
me. 
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■ WHICH is you favourite band? 

Enter Shikari. They bring a lot of different vibes and 
beats into the music, but mix it up with having brilliant 
lyrics and a lot of noise. Jonny Sniper is my favourite 
song, every time I listen to it I get a good feeling and I 
really enjoy the lyrics as well. 

■ WHERE would you most like to go in the 
world? 

I’m planning on going travelling in the next couple of 
years, probably around Europe to see Holland and Ger¬ 
many. I’ve actually got a few friends from places like 
that. I’d like to se how different it is there; their culture 
is very different and it is something I want to experience. 

■ IF you won the lottery, which three things 
would you buy first? 

A house in America because it’s so different from Eng¬ 
land. They speak the same language but are so different 
and the culture is so different in such places as New York. 
I’d like to end up in New York or London one day. 

Then I’d buy a new yacht so I could sail it anywhere and 
everywhere.

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Rifleman killed in action

A YOUNG soldier who 
went to school in Dorch¬ 
ester has died in an impro¬ 
vised bomb explosion in 
Afghanistan. 

Rifleman Philip Allen, 
aged 20, from 2nd Battal¬ 
ion The Rifles was killed 
on Saturday following the 
detonation of the Impro¬ 
vised Explosive Device 
(IED) near Sangin in cen¬ 
tral Helmand province. 

The Ministry of Defence 
said he was serving with 
4th Battalion The Rifles in 
the 3 RIFLES Battle 
Group. 

It added that Rifleman 
Allen had remained behind 
as continuity from a 2 Ri¬ 
fles tour and was working 
with the Fire Support 
Group that was operating 
out of Forward Operating 
Base (FOB) Inkerman. 

His platoon was conduct¬ 
ing a routine reassurance 
and ground clearance pa¬ 
trol providing security for 
local Afghans. 

Rifleman Allen was bom 
in Dorset. He attended 
school in Dorchester and 


joined the Army in spring 
2009. 

He attended his Phase 
One and Two training at 
the Infantry Training Cen¬ 
tre in Catterick and joined 
2 Rifles Battle Group in 
Sangin shortly after pass¬ 
ing out from training. He 
has since been involved in 
numerous patrols in north¬ 
ern Sangin as a Rifleman 
within a Fire Support 
Group. 

Rifleman Allen, known 
as Phil to family and 
friends, was a fit, robust 
and motivated young Ri¬ 
fleman, who had already 
impressed those who he 
worked with and for with 
his ability and enthusiasm. 
Although only at the start 
of his career, it was evident 
that he had a bright future 
ahead of him said the 
MoD. 

His mother, Karen Char- 
man-Allen, said: “I would 
like to thank all of the sol¬ 
diers who have served 


with and knew Phil. He 
was proud to have been a 
soldier in 2 RIFLES and to 
have served on tour with 
them in Afghanistan.” 

Lieutenant Colonel Nick 
Kitson, Commanding Of¬ 
ficer 3 RIFLES, said: “Ri¬ 
fleman Allen was a front 
runner in this and was a 
dynamic, full on, tough Ri¬ 
fleman who made an im¬ 
mediate impact on all 
ranks in his Company. 

“He had a huge appetite 
for soldiering, physically 
immense, and he had car¬ 
ried a big piece of elec¬ 
tronic counter-measures 
equipment and all of the 
batteries for 48 hours on 
the last big Battle Group 
operation. 

“He is sorely, sorely 
missed but we know that 
the loss is nothing com¬ 
pared to his family from 
whom he has been so trag¬ 
ically taken. They are front 
and centre of our thoughts 
and prayers.”

Secretary of State for De¬ 
fence, Bob Ainsworth MP, 
said: “I was very saddened 
to learn of the death of Ri¬ 
fleman Philip Allen, a 
young soldier who had 
achieved so much and im¬ 


pressed so many people 
during his brief time in the 
Army. 

“His death cuts short 
what his commanders tell 
me would have been a suc¬ 
cessful career and very 
bright future in the Armed 
Forces. 

“My thoughts and sym¬ 
pathies are with Rifleman 
Allen’s family, friends and 
colleagues.”

Convicts paying back for their 
crimes scheme hailed a success 


A SCHEME to make convicts pay 
back the community for their crimes 
has been hailed a success. 

Over the past year Dorset Commu¬ 
nity Payback Unit has supervised of¬ 
fenders and delivered 85000 hours of 
work - equivalent to over half a mil¬ 
lion pounds of paid work. 

An Unpaid Work Requirement of 
between 40 and 300 hours can be 
added to a Community Order, which 
is a legal requirement. 

Whilst subject to such an order, 
good behaviour, punctuality and hard 


work are ensured by experienced Su¬ 
pervisors. 

Discipline is firm but fair. Unac¬ 
ceptable behaviour and failure to at¬ 
tend results in robust breach action 
being taken by the Offender Man¬ 
ager with the matter being returned 
and dealt with by the Court.

“We are not looking to undertake 
work which would normally be done 
by paid employees but within the 
health and safety guidelines wel¬

NOT in my Neighbourhood Week is a national Home 
Office campaign to raise awareness of the work they 
are doing to deal with issues such as anti-social be¬ 
haviour, speeding and littering.

Fire safety 
takes priority

THE Elizabeth Place play area in Dorch¬ 
ester has long been the home of one of the 
town’s largest bonfires. 

This year was no exception, but safety 
has become much more of a priority over 
the last few years, and more improve¬ 
ments were made to ensure that every¬ 
thing ran smoothly and that nobody was 
put at risk. This is vitally important as so 
many young children go along to watch 
the fireworks and enjoy the bonfire. 

Four local youngsters, nominated by 
Dorchester PCSO Sarah Hart, were 
trained as fire marshals by the town’s pro¬ 
fessional fire fighters. 

They learnt how to protect the bonfire 
from vandals and pranksters, how to pre¬ 
vent fly tipping and the loading of danger¬ 
ous items such as canisters and toxic 
materials onto the bonfire, and the dangers 
of using petrol as an accelerant. The aim 
of this was to ensure that the bonfire took 
place in a safe environment. 


Before the bonfire was finally lit, fire 
fighter Steve Waller, the District Com¬ 
mander for West Dorset, checked the 
structure and gained assurances that noth¬ 
ing untoward had been added - mat¬ 
tresses, carpets, upholstery, aerosols and 
dangerous chemicals always give cause 
for concern. 

Fly tippers had been turned away or per¬ 
suaded to leave their items in the skips 
provided, and the police were happy that 
a careful watch had been kept on the site. 

Despite the rain, which fortunately was 
not as torrential as last year, crowds gath¬ 
ered to watch the fireworks and take ad¬ 
vantage of the refreshments. Safety 
barriers kept everyone away from the in¬ 
credible heat emitted by the bonfire. 

There was certainly no danger of getting 
cold. With the police and the St John Am¬ 
bulance keeping a watchful eye on the 
proceedings, the evening appeared to pass 
without incident.

This opened up the in¬ 
ternet to them and en¬ 
abled them to use the 
computer for countless 
activities such as tracing 
their family tree or mak¬ 
ing the most of digital 
photography.

A welfare benefits serv¬ 
ice was set up which 
raised over £1 million for 
older people in only five 
years. 

There is now a very 
proactive information 
and advice service, a nail 
cutting service that cov¬ 
ers the south and west of 
the county, and the popu¬ 
lar Fit as a Fiddle exer¬ 
cise classes. Sixteen 
older people’s forums are 
now in place across the 
whole county. 

John Weir, the current 


chairman of Age Con¬ 
cern Dorchester, said: 
“The charity has grown 
ten fold over the last ten 
years. Wendy built on the 
foundations put down by 
the founder Roger 
Thomas and the charity 
is now in a very robust 
position to move into its 
next stage of develop¬ 
ment. 

“We wish Wendy well 
in her retirement and I 
know she will continue 
to contribute to the local 
community.” 

At the party, attended 
by the Mayor of Dorch¬ 
ester Councillor Susie 
Hosford, Wendy took the 
opportunity to offer a 
vote of thanks to every¬ 
one who had worked 
with her, volunteered for 
her and supported her 
during her time at Age 
Concern. 

After receiving a 
framed map of Dorset 
from the trustees, there 
followed a very bizarre 
but apparently perfectly 
logical presentation by 
Sally Goss. 

Along with numerous 
photos of Wendy taken 
over the past ten years, 
members of staff ap¬ 
peared dressed as 
liquorice allsorts. As well 


as being Wendy’s 
favourite sweets, this 
formed the basis of a 
thank you speech by 
Sally. 

She said: “Age Con¬ 
cern is like a selection of 
liquorice all sorts. You 
have to enjoy working 
with all sorts of people, 
providing all sorts of 
services.”

Parents and siblings were also invited to join in 
with the support workers when Glyn Bush and 
Ralph Cree led a drumming workshop for an en¬ 
thusiastic group of youngsters. 

Drumming is something everyone can do, a mu¬ 
sical instrument that everyone can play, and which 
requires no musical training. It encouraged the 
children to listen and play together, to respond to 
easy-to-follow signals, and create their own 
rhythms. And above all, they had fun. 

Both Glyn and Ralph are experienced and amaz¬ 
ingly talented musicians, and interacted wonder¬ 
fully with the children. 

Noise is a great medium for making children lis¬ 
ten. It was an incredibly noisy session while at the 
same time structured and educational without 
being intense. Using imaginative sounds and 
rhythms, those taking part, regardless of their abil¬ 
ity, showed a real sense of keeping the beat and fol¬ 
lowing patterns. 

Glyn and Ralph made the session interesting. 
They encouraged the children to use the drums to 
imitate sounds made by the weather - gentle 
winds, strong winds, rain and thunder. They also 
showed them how to join rhythms together, to play 
in groups, and to work together. 

Following a break for the support workers and 
the parents, the beat went on. A great range of per¬ 
cussion instruments add a new dimension to mak¬ 
ing music. 

The children had a wonderful time, made plenty 
of noise, and this was another resounding success 
for the Artz-i- team.

View from Westminster 

with MP OLIVER LETWIN 


Hospital stay should be 
one link in chain of care 


NORMALLY I try to write in this 
column about events at Westmin¬ 
ster. But, this month, I want to raise 
an issue that is of huge concern lo¬ 
cally - and which the View from 
Bridport has rightly taken up. 

The issue in question is what hap¬ 
pens to people when they leave hos¬ 
pital. 

For some people, of course, this is 
really not much of a problem. If 
you are young, physically healthy, 
strong and fit, and if you have a 
family around you, then the return 
from hospital is a fairly straightfor¬ 
ward affair. 

A member of the family comes to 
collect you; you get into the car; 
you make your way home; and you 
are then lovingly nursed back to full 
recovery. 

So far, so good. 

Unfortunately, however, the ma¬ 
jority of adults who spend an appre¬ 
ciable amount of time in hospital 
are not young, but elderly; and 
many of those who are elderly do 
not any longer have a family at 
home. 

For people in these circumstances, 


even if they are basically fit and 
healthy, leaving hospital and going 
home can be a real problem, be¬ 
cause there is no-one to collect them 
and no-one to help once they get 
home. 

And, of course, many elderly pa¬ 
tients are not basically strong and 
healthy - but frail. For them, the re¬ 
turn home may pose not just short¬ 
term problems but also longer term 
difficulties. 

Of course, there are many forms 
of support, both formal and infor¬ 
mal, which enable those who have 
no family at home and those who 
are frail to deal with these issues. 

The Adult Services department 
provides admirable help, as do dis¬ 
trict nurses and many voluntary and 
private agencies. 

But I have seen over the past few 
years increasing signs of a lack of 
connectedness between what hap¬ 
pens in hospital and these support 
services. 

There are indeed systems which 
are meant to ensure that a proper 
care plan is in place whenever 
someone leaves hospital. But I have 


I have seen cases where anything 
from the journey home through to 
long-term support have not been 
sorted out. And, I have the uncom¬ 
fortable feeling that these particular 
cases may represent the tip of the 
iceberg. 

One can all too easily see how this 
could come about. The hospital can 
all too easily concern itself with 
treating people for their ailment, not 
on what happens afterwards. 

But, as I have pointed out to the 
Primary Care Trust, the whole point 
of the NHS is that it is meant to knit 
things together and ensure that peo¬ 
ple get the care and help they need, 
rather than leaving them to their 
own devices. 

This is something on which we 
need to focus over coming months, 
so that we get to the point where 
one can be confident that, for every¬ 
one, a stay in hospital is one link in 
a chain of care, rather than an 
episode that ends, for some, with an 
uncomfortable and disorientating 
sequel.

DORSET children are ur¬

“The process for becom¬ 
ing an adoptive parent is 
rigorous as most would ex¬ 
pect. People from all 
walks of life go on to be¬ 
come successful adopters 
or carers so please don’t 


think we’ll turn you down 
because you’re over 40, 
for example, single, or 
don’t own your own home. 

“Initially, we are simply 
asking people to come for¬ 
ward and find out more 
about adoption or perma¬ 
nent fostering. If you think 
you might have what it 
takes, please pick up the 
phone today.” 

National Adoption Week 
is a UK wide campaign or¬ 
ganised by British Associ¬ 
ation for Adoption and 
Fostering (BAAF) to find 
children loving and perma¬ 
nent homes. 

Cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services Toni 
Coombs said: “Every child 


should grow up in a loving 
and secure family, but 
sadly some will never have 
this with their birth family. 
Adoption can turn a child’s 
life around and give them 
the stability and love they 
desperately need.”

WHAT a hectic week for Bob Buckler's stable with twelve 
runners in six days. Six of them finished in the frame includ¬ 
ing John's Gift who beat a good field in the last race at Win- 
canton on Saturday. 

The five-year-old in only his fourth race beat Alan King's 
Pride in Battle and Paul Nicholls'odds-on favourite Valen¬ 
tine Vic, both strongly fancied by their trainers to take the 
bumper over two miles. 

Handily placed just behind the front two from the start, 
Nathan Sweeney drove the 9/1 shot to the front 3 furlongs 
out and he held on to win by % length. 

"That was a very good bumper field run at a good, strong 
pace and his winning time was 20 seconds faster than last 
year which gives you some indication,"said Buckler. 

"He confirmed the promise he showed at Sandown last 
year and I am sure will go on to make a very good chaser." 

There was mixed fortunes for Buckler's two other horses 
on the same card. 

Irish Grand National winner Niche Market ran a good 
race in finishing eighth behind Dorset trainer Nick 
Mitchell's Ellerslie George in the Badger Ales trophy over 3 
miles 1 furlong. 

"He ran a super race. Wincanton is a very fast course any¬ 
way and they went at a fair pace over a shorter distance," 
said Buckler. 

"He jumped well on atrackthatis not quite right for him, 
so I am not disappointed. It will sharpen him up for the 
Hennessy Gold Cup at Newbury where the track will be 
much more to his liking." 

The form did not put punters off with Corals slashing his 
price from 40/1 to 25/1 following the race. 

Whilst Mrs Overall finished last of the pack in theTotepla- 
cepot E.b.f. 'national Hunt' Novices' Hurdle qualifier, it was 
a Class 3 race and much higher company than she is used 
to and her first run over hurdles. 

"She ran a bit green to start with but jumped well down 
the back straight before tiring as they picked up the pace. 
She will have another couple of hurdle races soon before 
holding her back until the spring as she doesn't like heavy 
ground." 

It was almost a full house at Sandown on Saturday with 
a Buckler horse in five of the seven races with three good 
results. 

For both River Indus and Double Dizzy it was a chance 
to race where they like to be - at the front. Both suffered 
disappointment last time out when their respective jock¬ 
eys failed to ride to orders and as a consequence neither 
featured. 

River Indus under Will Kennedy tracked leader Runshan 
in the Class 3 Blue Square Handicap Chase before taking 
the lead three out as the leader weakened. However he 
was joined by Any Currency who finally got the better of 
him to win by six lengths. 

Harry Skelton employed similar tactics on Double Dizzy, 
who showed some of last years form when after matching 
Cossack Dancer early on at the front, battled out the finish 
but just couldn't match Nudge and Nurdle who beat him 
by 1 % lengths in the Class 3 Bet At Bluesquare.com Hand¬ 
icap Chase. 

Mister Matt had stiff opposition in the Mick Core 50th 
Birthday Beginners'Chase over 2 miles in the form of Philip 
Hobbs'Calusa Crystal and Crack Away Jack who was fourth 
in the Smurfit Champion Hurdle last March. 

Despite the fact that both of them were having their first 
race over fences Buckler realised his charge was the rank 
outsider, and needed a plan to try and out wit them Con¬ 
sequently Will Kennedy set off at a fast pace in the hope 
that they would follow and perhaps make errors. Unfortu¬ 
nately they didn't follow and it was Buckler's horse trying 
to stretch his lead overjumped the third fence which un¬ 
nerved him. It may be that he strained himself as well as 
he tended to jump left after that and the others eventually 
overhauled him. 

Sean Thornton disappointed after a good debut at Ex¬ 
eter when he was tailed off in the bumper. 

"He ran too freely early on and I think he wasn't as fit as I 
expected. He hasn't been in the yard long and I may have 
over estimated his fitness as he weakened as he came into 
the straight. However the race would have been useful and 
he will come on for the run" 

Fixed Interest was also disappointing in finishing sixth in 
his race. "He was also far too keen early on and then when 
he settled he was too relaxed. As a result he was done for 
speed but will come on for it." 

Clyffe Hanger looked like he might have got Buckler's 
hectic period off to a winning start at Exeter last Tuesday 
but he Most his impetus when hitting the eigth hurdle and 
although he got back into the race and looked to have se¬ 
cured second place but was beaten a nose by the fast fin¬ 
ishing Nemetan. 

"He ran a super race and deserved to win," said Buckler 
who has entered him to run again at Exeter yesterday. 

Mizzurka should have done better at Chepstow the fol¬ 
lowing day in finishing fourth, but having missed the 
break, Nathan Sweeney got caught behind fading horse 
and although he came with a superb late run he was 
beaten a neck and a neck for second place. 

"The way he finished shows he has loads of ability,"added 
Buckler. 

Howlin At The Moon was not quick enough in the 
bumper race at Fontwell on Thursday finishing fifth. 


Flag Flier completed Buckler's hectic week with a fine sec¬ 
ond place in the John Smith's Handicap Hurdle at Hereford. 
Although well beaten by Dew Drop Inn he easily held off 
the rest of the field. 

"The winner has just moved yards and is with Jim Best 
who has an excellent record of getting horses started again 
and he has certainly improved and was also well handi¬ 
capped." 

THE LISTENER GIVES 
MITCHELL BIG BOOST 

THE Listener made up for a disappointing last season by 
giving Dorset-based Nick Mitchell his biggest win as a 
trainer in the JNwine.com Champion Chase at Down Royal 
on Saturday. 

The grey made all the running for Andrew McNamara, 
who was content to set only a sedate pace in the early 
stages due to the testing conditions. 

He was joined at halfway by the odds-on favourite Notre 
Pere, but when Andrew Lynch asked for a big leap five out 
he clipped the top and came down, leaving The Listener 
well clear. 

Former Gold Cup winner War Of Attrition and fellow 
British raiders Joe Lively, also trained in Dorset by Colin Tiz- 
zard, and My Will tried to get involved but the mud-lover 
refused to buckle. 

The 7-1 chance, without a win since the Irish Hennessy in 
February 2008, came home in splendid isolation some 15 
lengths ahead of My Will. 

"I wouldn't be here without this horse, training or any¬ 
thing,"said Mitchell, who trains in Piddletrenthide just out¬ 
side Dorchester. 

"I would like to thank the owner for keeping the horse 
with me throughout a difficult year last year. 

"He started to get some sort of form back at Pun- 
chestown but then he had a nasty fall at Leopardstown and 
was never quite right after that. 

"Andrew came to ride him 10 days ago and I said I hoped 
it would be heavy ground as he would see a different horse 
on that surface. 

"That's the horse's fourth Grade One win over here. He'll 
probably come back for the John Durkan at Punchestown 
in December."
